Traction Company could have lold Mr. Rmmons that, a short time before 1 changed 
the lighting of my store from the Traction Company to that of the city current I 
had thrown out the considerable amount of artificial gas lighting I had been doing 
and re-equipped my entire store with electric lights. This'doubled the number o! 
the electric lights in use. To get, therefore, the exact amount which I saved last 
year in my store by the use of the city current, instead of that of the Traction 
Company, I took the bills as rendered by the city, added up the kilowatts used and 
multiplied the sum of all the kilowatts by the ten cents I had always been charg- 
ed by the Traction Company. This gave me the amount my lights would have 
cast had I continued with the Traction Company, with a meter registering the 
same as the one installed by the city. 
From this sum I deducted the total amount 


paid for'current during the year to the city and the result showed a saving at my 
store alone of J2.0S.56. As Mr. Emmcma' communication showed that my lights at 
the Aldine building cost last year with city current only $158.69 as against $248 
the 
year before with Traction Company Current, and that I also saved some- 


thing additional at my home, he assists !n absolutely proving my statement of a 
saving for the year of $'100. I might, however, add that the Aldine lodge room was 
rented an additional night each week during the last year than it was the year be- 
fore, thus increasing the saving in that block.' But as Mr. Emmons shows that the 
Traction Company's bill for the year before for the Aldine was CO per cent, more 
than I paid last year to the city, we will let It go at that. 


N'ow, a point as to meters, which not being an electrician, I have never been 


able to explain. 
After the change in my system of lighting at the store early In • 


the year of 1909, the Wabash Valley had In its meter 16 days of the last month 
that it served me with current, and the city had In Us meter" 15 days of the'same 
month. 
The Wabash Valley meter In 16 days registered, according'to that'com- 


pany's reading. 332 kilowatts. 
The city's meter for 15 days registered 226 kilo- 


watts. The Wabash Valley's meter seems to have run about 45 per cent, faster 
than the city's meter. 
Many instances of this kind have occurred among business 


men and home owners. 
Not being, as I said, an electrician, I cannot explain it. 


1 shall, therefore, have to refer the matter to my good neighbor, Mr. Emmons. 


About tho time I changed from the city current my Traction Company meter 


upon my power service for my elevators got to cutting up queer antics. I wrote 
Mr. Guild, giving him the following figures and asking him if he could explain tho 
matter to me, but'he never attempted to do so:

Charged With Conspiracy, Monopoli- 


ration and Restraint of Trade. 


Chicago, 111., Sept.'13.—Ten of Chi- 


cago's leading 
packers—officials and 


directors of the National Packing com- 
pany—were indicted yesterday by the 
federal grand jury as the latest "move 
iii a war which the United States gov- 
ernment has instituted against the 
purveyors of food. 


The fight thus begun promises to be 


one of life and death for the huge cor- 
poration, which, it has been charged 
repeatedly, 
controls 
absolutely 
the 


meat industry in this country, rob- 
bing alike the producer and the con- 
sumer. 


It has been asserted by the govern- 


ment that conviction of soulless—and 
likewise bodyless—corporations here- 
tofore has done little good. It is im- 
possible to put a corporation in jail 
but it can pay fines with the stock- 
holders' money. 
Conviction of .indi- 


viduals, under the'law, carries the pos- 
sibility of a penitentiary sentence' of 
one year for each infraction. 


Heeds Rooaevelt's Advice. 
-t 


Following the advice recently given 


by Colonel Roosevelt to stop' fining 
corporations and send a few of the 
men responsible for their misdeeds to 
prison" instead, the government now 
has begun its fight on the individual 
packers, and the attorneys in charge 
declare that this time there will be no 
"immunity bath" to Interfere. 


Colonel Roosevelt's advice on tbe 


prosecution of officers of law-breaking 
corporations was given in his Osawa- 
tomie speech. His exact words were: 


•"I believe that the officers, and es- , 


pecia-lly the directors, of corporations ! 
should be held personally responsible 
when any 
corporation 
breaks the

Attorneys Levy Mayer and John S. 


Miller, representing the packers, ap- 
peared in-.the federal building a few 
minutes after the indictments were 
returned. They went to the office of 
the clerk of the United States district 
court, where they inspected the true 
bills. They then went to a conference 
of the packers, who had assembled to 
talk over matters and make prelim- 
inary arrangements for defense. 


Mr. Armour's Statement. 


J. Ogden Armour, head of Armour 


and company, one of the packers in- 


dicted,-issued ttie. follow ing "statement 
several hours 'after the indictments 
were returned in Court: 
( . 


"I deeply regret the bringing of these 


indictments for the charges are un- 
founded, as will be shown when the 
cases come to trial. 
The true facts 


will then be made known. Misunder- 
standings and prejudices hare been 
the basis of these attacks. 


"The present charges involve four 


packing concerns out of nine hundred 
that are engaged in interstate pack- 
Ing business in the United States. The 
defendants do only about one-third 
of the packing business of the entire 
country. Their entire profits are not 
over two and one-hnlf per cent of-their 
total business. This margin of profit 
is less than that made by any other

kind o£ manufacturing business in the 
world. Tet we are attacked and as- 
sailed at all times and from all quar- 
ters. Even this small margin of profit 
can be made only by the strictest econ- 
omy in the utilization of every'pos- 
sible by-product. I feel that our busi- 
ness ought to be fostere'd and encour- 
aged by the entire country rather than 
be constantly assailed. 


"The fact that the business hae been 


conducted with the very smallest mar- 
gin o£ profit is itself a demonstration 
that no combination to depress the 
cost of livestock or to increase the 
prices o£ fresh meats could have been 
possible. Prejudice has arisen in the 
minds of many on account of the high- 
er cost to the consumer of pork and 
beef products. 
These higher prices 


are wholly due to the higher cost of 
live stock. 
This the growers of the 


country know. During the period of 
these high prices the packers' profits 
have been even less than the two and 
onethalf per cent margin to which I 
have already referred."
